St. Pnul's cathedral, l.ondtm. Is reach 
ed by a lllght: of twenty steiis from tiie 
library. 
TIds guil(M\v, wiiich is uliout 
210 feet al)ove tiie cathedral tlour. 1.^ 
noted for a curious echo and is so 
named because a whisper uttered iic.ir 
the wall on one side of It Is dlstimaly 
audible to a person standing mi tlie 
other side, a distance of 108 feet In a 
straight line. 


From tills point a-good view' is ob­ 
tained of the church interior, tla- tes­ 
sellated pavement of which looks like 
a minute diessboard, but It Is liable 
to cause giddiness to any one imt used 
to heights. 
It also coramnnds the 
best view of Thornhiii's paintings and 
at the cathedrni generally. 


From the widspering gallery 118 
steps lend up to the stone gallery, nn 
outer gallery 
with a stone 
parapet 
running round the base of the dome. 
Here In the clear sky of early morning 
may often bo ol)tnined n wonderful 
vle\Y of London, a view which Is still 
more extensive from the golden gal- 
lory above the dome. 


From this point the lantern ^ n y be 
ascended by a spiral Vttulrcase to tiie 
golden ball, where six peVsons may 
stancl at once.—Argonaut.

of Hio pharaohs lailds the Interest o f 
many a conti^nphtllve traveler. 


At o n e s i d e of tiie trolley conductor 
on liell shaiied Insulators are run the 
feeders, which, like tlie trolley wire, 
are of bright. li:ird drawn copi>er. 


After t h e s e wires h a d been Installed 
It was soon found t h a t they Invariably 
broke and fell 
within six, or seven 
months, t h e cross section being much 
reduced itt the point o f fracture. 


Investigation showed thnt the desert 
winds which sweep across t h e right 


of 
way whip sand particles against 
tiic wires, cnuslng a filing action which 
CHts away the copper much like an 
artlflclai sand blast. The glass globes 


of arc lamps Installed along the road 
have exhibited the same destructive 
action. 
\ 


A similar effect is observed with the 
Incandescent units used to light the 
way to t h e sphinx. 
These strings of 
lamps, besides having to be yoved at 
freqneijt Intervals to accommodate the 
varying level of»the shifting sands, are 
rapidly eaten away b y the etching ac­ 
tion o f t h e desert winds, 
Thus far no 
remeily lias b e e n discovered for this 
destruction except frequent reuewals.

Ring a Bell In a Vacuum and You Can 
not Hear the Sound. 


The' valne of air as a noise nnd 
sound medium can readily be ascer­ 
tained by suspending a bell from a 
silk strand through the neck of a large 
bottle from which the air has been 
pumped. 
By pulling on the silk the 
tongue can be seen to strike the sides 
of the t:ell, but no sound is heard. A 
bell suspended by a metal rod and 
rung 
would be audible, the sound 
waves being carried to the outside of 
the bottle by the metal rod. An ex­ 
periment of this kind, using an Iron 
vessel us a substitute for the glass bot­ 
tle, would be found uot nearly so sat­ 
isfactory, though the bell be suspend­ 
ed from silk as in the former Instance, 
owing almost entirely to the fact that

Mr. Olmstead 
reviewed the history of floods of this 
country, going back over the last 100 
years. 
He showed the conditions*to 
be very similar to those found in the 
Alps, and Illustrated by beautiful lap- 
tern slido, pictures the method of con- 
;trol which has' ffnally proved sucoessv 
fdl in tliat country," . ' •

Mr, Olmstead came to the meeting 
direct from a study of the upper can­ 
yons of the San Gabriel river. He sug­ 
gested many things Which could, be 
done to hold hack the waters during 
flood times. The expenditure of mon­ 
ey for this purpose was well warrant- 
ed, since it would not only prevent 
damage by flood, hut would very ma­ 
terially Increase the amount of water 
available for irrigation purposes. He 
suggeste that this same work should 
be done in a:i the smaller canyons 
Avhose drainage united with' the wat­ 
ers of the San Gabriel. 
The holding 
hack of floods in any section would 
greatly simplify the problem of hand­ 
ling tlie water In the lower channels of 
the river. .Mr. Olmstead Is a most in­ 
teresting speaker and showed by his 
handling of the subject, a close study 
with observation and intimate kitpw- 
ledge of tho question. 


At the close of the talk, Mr. Wil­ 
liam A. .lohnstone, assemblyman 68th 
district. Introduced the following res­ 
olution, which was seconded and pass­ 
ed unanimously: 


RESOLVED, That the members 
of the San Dlmaa Lemon Associa­ 
tion, here 
present, 
approve the 
steps taken by the board of su­ 
pervisors of Los Angeles county 
In the appointment of the board 
of engineers for a comprehensive 
study of the flood water damages 
caused by last 
winter's 
storms 
and for the formulation of prac­ 
tical methods for the controlling 
of such flood waters, and for, so 
far as Is practicable, their conser­ 
vation for irrigation 
purposes; 
and 
that we urge the continu­ 
ance of such work and the early 
prosecution of the best and most 
adequate 
means 
of 
attaining 
these ends. 


RESOLVED, That copies of the 
resolution be transmitted to the 
board 
of 
supervisors, 
to 
said 
board of engineers, and to such 
other officials or organizations In­ 
terested m this work. 
Following the talk by Mr. Olmstead, 
Mrs. J. P. Englehardt read a paper 
prepared by Mr. J. P. Englehardt on 
the care of the young Eureka lemon 
tree. 
Following the presentation of 
a most excellent paper, about 
forty 
five of the growers present visited the 
grove of Mr. Englehardt and saw the 
good results being attained In that 
grove from the practice of the prin­ 
ciples which had been advised. Part 
of them also visited the groves of Mrs. 
Amanle Kldwell, Mr. C. E. Needbam 
and Mr. A. B. Embree, all of which 
showed the effect oC good care, prun­ 
ing and fertilizing.
